the house of representatives whose 
constitutional function it is to origin- 
ate revenue laws.

president and the secretary

treasury, many bankers and econom- 
ists have written in to say that all the 
surplus should be \ised to retire the 
public debt instead of being refunded. 
MANY FAVOR DEBT PAYMENT 
While the number who represent 


this school of though may be small 
in comparison to the larger number 
who want a tax rebate of some kind, 
the significance of these communica- 
tions is that the matter of public debt 
retirement is every day winning con- 
verts. Back of the idea is the argu- 
ment that every dollar of public debt 
retired means less interest charges and 
that as the fixed charges of the gov- 
ernment diminish the budgetary re- 
quirements of the treasury will corre- 
spondingly be decreased.

'. 
Queen Marie in a talk at the Union 


I League Club of Chicago frankly Jold 
-America that her visit to thi country 
Iwas to interest its people in Roumania. It 
iis a statement of purpose that should oc- 
Icasion no surprise, nor should it be a 
'.matter for false construction. It is the 
^natural and logical aim of her mission, 
'.and toward it we should be neither criti- 
'cal, suspicious nor unfriendly. We are a 
•great and wealthy, and we trust a sym- 
•pathetic. nation. The queen of Roumania 
'could not hope, nor do we believe she had 
'it in mind, to take advantage of our al- 
-truism or our susceptibilities. We may 
"be young, but we are experienced, and 
•are"not to be taken in. We do not think 
•we need to be even on guard against such 
^possibilities. If there is anything Amer- 
'icans can do for Roumania that will ad- 
vance its happiness and its well-being, 
we are sure it can be done without detri- 
ment to us or our people. Certainly we 
have a humanitarian interest in the 
.peoples of all nations, and a material in- 


vterest in their progress. 
We can and 


'should serve the world from both stand- 
points, indeed that is what we profess to 
do. Therefore, Queen Marie has a right to 
•come to us in the spirit of appeal for a 
•better understanding of her country and 
-for closer 'relations. No one expected her 
-to come on a mere sightseeing trip, and 
AVC should receive her agreeably and not 
.at arm's length. 


,- Perhaps it is true, as the queen inti- 
'mated in her Chicago talk, that Ameri- 
"cans have had something like contempt 
Ifor the Balkan states, both because of 
jtheir seeming pettiness when compared 
'.with the powers of Europe and because of 
,'their many dissensions and wars. With- 
,'out doubt, too, this is an unfair and prej- 
.udiced estimate. If America could go to 
Roumania and see its people, their insti- 
.tutions, their ways and character, it is 
certain it would feel a kindred touch and 
•that it would evaluate them in much the 
"degree Queen' Marie so dramatically 
•painted her subjects. Without doubt the 
^Roumanians are a great people, great in 
•spirit, loyalty, morality, in -work, produc- 
tion and the sound virtues. They are a 
ipeople who have endured much, but 
^through it all they have retained an in- 
|tense nationalism and they have not. as 
'Marie reminded her hearers, turned bol- 
|shevik. 
' It speaks much for this isolated and 
'.humble country that a granddaughter of 
,Queen Victoria, English born and bred 
,'and of so great an ancestry and countryT" 
should be passionately fond 
of her 


adopted land, as all the world knowj her 
to be. AVe should not treat lightly those 
countries of Europe which have been 
•buffeted about and despoiled by the greed 
and militarism of the great powers. If the 
people of the United States could know 
Roumanians for what they are, if they 
could know the Austrians for what they 
are, and the Czecho-Slovakians and the 
'Jugo-Slavs and other races and nation- 
alities in submerged eastern Europe; if 
they could know their ideals and hopes

&nd aspirations and their true character, 
they would go a long ways to aid them— 
much further than even Queen Marie sur- 


-. imises or than our fearful isolationists 


dream. 


- We do not know what America can do 
Sor that region of the world. It may loan 
'it money, but that is a small thing. If it 
•does it wil' take its security. We think 
iQueen Marie's motives lay deeper than 


* .that. We believe, as she expressed it, she 


jwants America to think better of Rou- 
Jmania, to seek to know it better, to sym- 
^atnize with its aims of self-improvement 
^iand self-betterment, to appreciate its 
Jvvoith and its right to fair treatment and 


an undefetanding on 


the part of America might, it is conceiv- 
able, be the means of saving Roumania, 
as well as other small states about it, 
from future wars and spoliation. It might 
open up to its trade outlets, educational 
and industrial development. It might in- 
spire it with renewed ambition and en- 
ergy, it might rescue it through its own 
efforts from a drab existence and an un- 
certain future. 


Would it not be worth while to perform 


this service to Roumania—not merely for 
Roumania alone, but for Roumania as 
typifying the materially weak but spir- 
itually strong nations? 
We think it 


would, and we, therefore, think Queen 
Marie's \*isit, no matter how it may be 
misconstrued or belittled, is a wholesome 
event for the people of this country. Xot 
that we do homage to royalty, but that 
we may learn something from a visitor 
who represents 17,(XX3.000, people of a 
country it may fail to our good fortune 
to serve and help arid inspire. Queen 
Marie is a powerful advocate for her 
country and we think her Chicago mes- 
sage will reach the heart and conscience 
of the American people. Let us not make 
ourselves preposterous by rejecting her 
appeal or by denying its nobility. 


OUR MERCHANT MARINE 


The question of national policy with 


reference to an American merchant ma- 
rine is becoming acute. The government 
has been attempting to operate a fleet 
which came into its hands as a result of 
the war, and the venture has becn^ ex- 
ceedingly unprofitable. While the gov- 
ernment is engaged in a business which 
it has long been obvious could not be 
conducted except with bankrupting re- 
sults, it has not known how ti get out of 
the business. No one wanted to buy the 
ships operated by the United States lines, 
except at a price which amounted virtual- 
ly to a gift. The other day the govern- 
ment sought to get rid of these vessels by 
public sale and the offers received were 
so low that they could not be considered. 


We are, therefore, confronted with the 


necessity of operating a-gov - nent ma- 
rine at excessive loss or of practically giv- 
ing it away to private interests. We think 
the sentiment "of 
commercial interests 
< 


throughout the country would favor sale 
of the fleet. On the other hand, there is a 
considerable element which would like 
to have the government operate a mer- 
chant i/.arine for sentimental reasons. 
We cannot blame private interests for 
their refusal to pay a fair price for the 
government's ships, for with a capital ex- 
penditure approaching anywl re near 
their value they could never hope to op- 
erate them at a profit. 
The overhead 


would be prohibitive. 
It is" doubtful if 


they can make even operating expenses. 


One thing seems to be certain, and that 


is that government operation is hope- 
less. 
It is neither enterprising nor effi- 


cient. In competition with other lines it 
falls down badly. Private ownership and 
operation of a merchant marine is the 
only possibility of its establishment. 
Even '.or", private capital must have one 
of two things, either the ships at a nom- 
inal capital expenditure or a subsidy from 
the government. The people are opposed 
to subsidies and they ' probably would 
be opposed to selling the ships at a nom- 
inal price. Solution of the problem seems 
to be as far off as ever. 


How to maintain r merchant marine is 


a problem that has never been solved in 
America. Perhaps 
it is impossible to 


maintain one. Certainly the government 
itself cannot do it except at a loss that 
more than offsets its value.

THE PURE FOOD LAW. 


Washington, D. C. In the. twenty- 


years that the Food and Drugs Act, 
commonly known as the Federal pure 
food law, has been enforced, the De- 
partment 
of Agricultur 
inspector 


have investigated 
143,578 cases of 


suspected adulteration or misbrand- 
ing_ of food and drug products. The 
investigations have resulted in court 
actions in 22,653 cases, and in 14,300 
of these proceedings the final decrees 
have been handed down and notices 
of Judgement issued. 


Department officials say, however 


that while these figures show decided 
activity on the part of those charged 
with the duty of enforcing the law 
they tell but a part of the story of 
what has been accomplished in the ef- 
fort to remedy conditions which the 
law was enacted to correct. 


Perhaps the real achievement has 


been the gradual conversion of manu- 
factures of the point of view that the 
law is not o be regarded as an offen- 
sive regulatory measure that hampers 
an* restricts them in their business, 
but is a benefit and advantage to 
them. Hence when the usual bill to 
repeal or amend the law is intro- 
duced at the coming- session of Con- 
gress it will not receive much support 
unless it is intended to strengthen the 
law. No movement to break down the 
law can ever again attain , serious 
proportions, it is declared.
